sembly, to be called the council o£ ad- 
ministration, 
"'his assembly will ba 


composed ol 25 m&mbers. Twenty-ona 
of these members will be elected by tha 
people of Cuba, six will be'elected by 
the different corporations, and the re- 
mainder will be selected, one a magis- 
trate, one-a. university professor, one an 
archbishop and five former senators or 
deputies. 


This council of administration will be 


empowered, firstly, to prepare the bud- 
pet; secondly, to examine Into the fit- 
ness o£ omclalB appointed; thirdly, to 
make a tariff subjected to the condition 
that Spanish imports are to have an ad- 
vantage over the Imports from other 
countries. 


The governor general v/lll represent 


the Spanish government, and will have 
the right 
to nominate officials, v,ho 


should 
be Cubans or Spaniards, who 


have resided two year? in Cuba, Never- 
theless, the men filling the office of gov- 
ernor general may exericse a wise dis- 
cretion In the nomination ot high func- 
tionaries, such as magistrates, prefects, 
etc. 


Other decrees concern the_orgarilza- 


tlon o£ provincial municipalities, which 
are to bo liberally representatives of the 
municipal council. They will be gener- 
ally empowered to elect their presidents 
o.nd will have exclusive control of the 
matter oC public education. 


According to another decree, the gov- 


ernment reserves to.Hself extraordinary 
powers In the event of any disturbance 
of the public order In Cuba, Cuba will 
continue to elect senators and deputies 
to the Spanish cartes, as at the present 
time. 


Taken as a whole, the new scheme of 


Cuban reforms is along, lines of much 


• broader, decent realization than were 
found in the plan of reforms granted to 
Porto Rico. The powers of the gover- 
nor general are much extended, and, 
while the council will, It Is expected, be 
fairly representative of aJl parties and 
all Interests, the Spanish government 
will continue to vote budgets and treat- 
ies for the colonlss.

At this meeting Wenzel Eich- 
ucr void of a letter, that harl been re- 
ceived from Johannesburg wherein it 
was related that carpenters were being 
paid from £13 4s. to £15 11s. per fort- 
night. 


Among tho listeners to the glowing 


reports was Oliver J. Madden, an export 
mining engineer', who spent 
several 


years in South Africa. He was asked to 
address tho club and said, he had heard 
of the emigration to the Transvaal and 
cnmb.to the meeting to learn why rne- 
chiinics were going to a country which 
ho did not consider so favorable to their 
interests as the United States. Ha said 
if tha conditions in the Transvaal had 
EO greatly improved since he was there, 
in 1892, he would like to return to that 
country himself. Ho said while he was 
engaged in tho African mines he had 
men working for him at wages ns high 
as £1 for ten hours' work, buc they 
were experts, the ordinary wages for 
unskilled labor being 10 shillings. Ha 
said thero were no factories in opera- 
tion, for the reason that there was no 
raw material wichin reach. The mining 
property was all controlled by British 
capital, and British labor was invari- 
ably given employment in preference to 
any other. In the mines where Mr. 
Madden was 
employed ho said 
the 


workingmeri were all English, Irish nnd 
Scotch, save a few Americans. He said 
he thought the outlook for CJerman im- 
migrants was unfavorable, and ha would 
net consider h few favorable letters suf- 
ficient guarantee that they -would find 
profitable employment when they got 
there. 


A. Boenert, as general solicitor and 


representative of the South African 
steamship lines, fraukly declined to ad- 
viso any good mechanic to go to South 
Africa. 
He said ha did not think any 


country on tho face o{ the earth offered 
better opportunities for the workingmau 
than were to b'o found in the United 
States, and, whilo ho would profit by 
the emigration |movement, he did not 
feal justified in encouraging men in 
seeking an uncertain field. 


There was a general and informal 


discussion of the subject by the mem- 
bers. Ono man told of the carpenters 
who went to Johannesburg from Chi- 
cago to find work, but did not find the 
situation there any better than here, if 
as good, and returned home. Another 
said ho bad received a letter from Jo- 
hannesburg telling him potatoes were 
$7 a barrel and butter $1 u pound in 
that city.

The few 
that survived were mere shadows at the 
end of: the dry spell. 


The drought -was confined to the hill 


country or sandy soil, and not the rich 
bottom lands along the >flsisslppi, Pted 
and Ouachita rivers. The faSure of the 
crops, to the hill country people, meant 
dire disaster, as they depend entirely 
upon what they raise to keep their fami- 
lies from starvingfrom one season to the 
other. 


Some of the farms are mortgaged, and 


the owners have. In many cases, lost 
their property through their failure to 
pay the Interest when due. 


The 
people of Louisiana are doing 


their best to aid the 100,000 farmers in 
distress, but even their generosity Is 
hardly sufficient to meet such a demand 
as has been made upon them. 


The planting season will begin In a 


few week?, and. if the farmers can ob- 
tain the seed'for crops, -with such aid aa 
can be given them in the way of pro- 
visions to tide them over until fall, they 
will come out all right.

Itsovyedhate, 
and wrath was tho .harvest. 


And the job? It maybe that in the 


day when the wageworker shall have 
learned the lesson.of true industrial co- 
oporatioa from tho trusts and monopo- 
lies that caricature it now nnd shall 
have seen that strike's arc Ht best hut.a 
crnde and dull edged tool ho shall not 
need to ask for it. I believe that that is 
the true way out of the slough in which 
ho flounders.more helpless day by day; 
that he is the victim of industrial forces 
which neither ho nor the man he de- 
nounces us his tyrant understands, but 
that tho day is uot far off when his eyes 
Khali be opened.

Bat Tho Journal—I 
could hardly believo my eyes when I 
read that "public order is of moro im- 
mediate importance than tho righting 
of anybody's wrongs." "Strikes accom- 
panied' by violence fail," or seem to 
fail, for several reasons, tho greatest of 
which is also a reason why almost all 
strikes fail of their immediate purpose 
—because there,aro unemployed men! 
with families willing to take tlie places j 
of.tho strikers at .such terms as tho em- 
ployer dictates. That is the ono great I 
reason elrikes nre Eeeniiupiailures, and I 
another is that the people havo been I 
diligently instructed by a c'pu.servative ! 
prcEG and pulpit that "public order is : 
of more immediate importance than tho | 
righting of anybody's wrongs." It is j 
this belief, Eccording to The Financial' 
Ifuws of -Baltimore, which makes the | 
people of Colorado willing to puy §2,000 
a dr;y for soldiers to parade up and down 
between the striking miners atLeudville 
and the nonunion men:—poor fellows— 
v.'ho have taken their places. And so 
"order reigns in Warsaw." Batn"pub- 
lic order" built.up on snch wrong and 
oppression us The Journal is plicHying 
op duy after day, such wrong and op- 
pression aa every one who observes can- 
not fail to.see on every hand, a public 
order so founded and so maintained, in- 
stead of being "of more importance 
than the righting of anybody's wrongs," 
is a hideous monster which ought to Lo 
destroyed. 


The doctrine laid down by The Jour- 


nal is one of the'oldest nnd most perni- 
cions ftilsehcods that ever cursed the 
world. 
Had Jesus of Galilee believed 


that pnblic order waa a matter of para- 
mount importance ho would never have

anybody's wrong." To mo the spectacle 
of an armed force standing by to protect 
capitalises in their right (:) to employ 
men at starvation wages seems as great 
a wrong as tho Spanish rule in Cuba or 
the 'exactions of England from 
the 


American colonies. 


If .you-reply that "men have tha bal- 


lot here," I answer back that the means 
of making it effective are so clumsy and 
indirect that it avails not. Get the fe- 
tich of "puolic order" out of the way,

EABOK ITT SOUTH AFEICA. 


Gennjui WorkLoemcn of Chicago Warn«4 


Against tbt. Trans-n«sil. 


Fcr several months there has been a 


movement in Chicago to encourage tho 
emigration of German mechanics from 
this city to South Africa. Bright hopes 
of high wages have been held out to the 
wcrkiagmen, and as nanny of them are 
on; o! employment great intereEt has 
been aroused in the attractions said to 
exist in the Transvaal republic. 


As a result, the'Transvaal Afrikaclnb 


was organized for tha purpose of pbtain- 
injj information regarding iadnstrial 
conditions in South Africa, and on the 
strength of reports received a party of 
16 mechanics left Chicago for Johannes- 
burg Oct. 10. 


Other parties nre organizing to fol- 


low, but cold water was thrown upon 
tho movement at a recent meeting of 
the club. At this meeting Wenzel Eich- 
ner told of a letter that had been re- 
ceived from Johannesbnrg-wheroiu it 
wns related that carpenters, wore being 
paid from £13 4s.' to £16 11s. per fort- 
night. 


Amcng tho listeners to tho glowing 


reports was Oliver J. Madden, an espert 
mining engineer, who spent several 
years in South Africa. He was asked to 
address the club and Enid he had heard 
of tho emigration to the Transvaal and 
came to the meeting to lean) why me- 
chanics wore going to a country which 
ho did not consider so favorable to their 
interests as the United Slates. Ha s:iid 
if tho conditions in the Transvaal had 
so greatly improved since ho was there, 
in 1892, he would liko to return to that 
country himself. He said while he was 
engaged in tho African, mines ho had 
men working for him at wages as high 
as £1 for ten hours' work, hut they 
WITO experts, tho ordinary wages for 
unskilled labor being 10 shillings. Ho 
naid there wore no factories in opera- 
tion, for tho reason that there was no 
raw material within reach. The mining 
property was nil controlled by British 
capital, and British labor was invari- 
ably given employment in preference to 
any other. In tbe mines where Mr. 
Madden was employed ho said 
tho 


workingmeu were all English, Irish and 
Scotch, save n few Americans. He said 
he thought the outlook for German im- 
migrants wna unfavorable, and he would 
not .consider :i few favorable letters suf- 
ficient gnarauteo that they would find 
profitable employment when they [jot 
there. 


A. Boenert, as general solicitor and 


representative of tho South African 
steamship lines, frnnkly declined to :id- 
vis-e any pood mechanic to go to South 
Africa. 
Ho said he did nob think any 


country on tho faco of tun earth offered 
better opportunities for tho workiugman 
than were to be found in the United 
States, and, while he would profit by 
tho emigration movement, he did 
HOG 


fenl justified in encouraging men in 
seeking an uncertain field. 


Thero was n general and informal 


discussion of tho subject by the mem- 
bers. Ouo man told of tho carpenters 
who went to Johannesburg from Chi- 
cago !o find work, but did DOC find the 
situation there any better than here, if 
as good, cud returned home. Another 
said ho had received n letter, from .Jo- 
hannesburg telling him potatoes were 
$7 a barrel and butter 01 u ponnd in 
that city. 


PRIVATE PROSPERITY.

tho Next Adminiatration.

president. I have, however, induced a 
number of my associates to send seeds 


tto the needy farmers on their own ac- 
'count, and this will be a great help. 


The situation is this: - We had Tour 


months' drought last year at the criti- 
cal time in the growth o£ crops, and, as 
a result, all the young vegetation'.was 
killed. Not only were' the crops lost 
but the streams dried up, and the cattle 
died for lack of water, which could not 
he procured In sufficient quantities from 
the wells to keep them alive. The.few- 
that survived, were mere shadows at the 
end of the dry spell. 


The drought was confined to the hill 


country or sandy soil, and noL the rich 
bottom lands along the Mislssijjpl, P,ed 
and Ouachlta. rivers. The faSure of the 
crops, to the hill country people, meant 
aire disaster, as they depend entirely 
lipon what they raise to keep their fami- 
lies from starving from one season to the 
other. 


Some of the farms are mortgaged, and 


the owners have, In many cases, lost 
their property through their failure to 
pay the Interest when due.

"order ruigusin Warsaw." Bnta"pnb- 
lio order" built up on such wrong and 
oppression as The Journal is showing 
np day after day, such wrong and op- 
pression as every one who observes can- 
not fail to see on every hand, a public 
order so founded and so maintained, in- 
stead of being "of more importance 
than the righting of anybody's wrongs," 
is a hideous monster which ought to be 
destroyed. 


Tha doctrine laid down by Tha Jour- 


nal is one of the oldest end most perni- 
cious falsehoods that ever cursed the 
world.

anybody's wrong." To me the spectacle 
of an armed force standing by to protect 
capitalists in their right (?) to employ 
men at starvation wages seems as great 
a wrong as the Spanish rule in Ouba or 
the exactions of -England from 
the 


American colonies. 


If you reply that "men have the bal- 


lot here," I answer back that the means 
of making it effective ara so olnmsy and 
indirect that it avails riot. Get the fe- 
tich of "public order" out of the way, 
and justice may have some chance.

LABOR Iff SOUTH AEHICA. 


German Workincracn of CIiIcaRO 1VarE«4 


Against thfa TransTiml. 


For BBveral months thera h.ia been a 


movement in Chicago to onooar.ij;o tbo 
emigration of German mechanics from 
this city to South Africa. 
Bright hopes 


of high wages have been held ont to the 
ijvorkingmoii, and as many of them are 
ont of erup'loyment great interest has 
been aroused in the attractions said to 
exist in tho Trausvaal repablia. 


As a result, the Transvaal Afrikaolnb 


was organized for the pnrpose of obtain- 
ing information regarding industrial 
conditions in South Africa, and 011 the 
Htrength of reports received a party of 
10 mechanics left Chicago for Johannes- 
burg Oct. 10. 


Other parties nro organizing to fol- 


low, bnt cold water was thrown upon 
tho movement at a- recent meeting of j 
tho clcb. At this meeting Wenzel IDich-' 
ncr told of a letter that had been re- 
ceived from Johannesburg wherein it 
was related that carpenters wore being 
paid from £13 4s. to £15 11s. per fort- 
night. 
. Among tha listeners to the- glowing 
reports was Oliver J. Madden, an expert 
mining engineer, who spent 
several 


years in Sonth Africa. He was asked to 
address the clnb'arid said ho had heard 
of tho emigration to the Transvaal and 
camo to the meeting to learn why me- 
chanics were going to a conntry which 
he did not consider ao favorable to their 
interests ns the United States, 
He said 


if tha conditions in the Transvaal had 
so greatly improved since he wns there, 
in 1892, he wonld likb to return-to that 
conntry himself. He said while- he was 
engaged in tho African mines ho had 
men workiug for him at wages as high 
as £1 for ten honrs' work, but they 
were experts, the ordinary wages for 
unskilled labor being 10 shillings. He 
said there were no factories in opera- 
tion, for tho reason that there was no 
raw material within reach. The mining 
property was all controlled by British 
capital, and British labor was invari- 
ably given employment iu preference to 
any other. In the mines where Mr. 
Madden was 
employed ho said 
the 


worldngmen were all English, Irish and 
Scotch, save a few Americans. He said 
ho thought tho outlook for German im- 
migrants was unfavorable, aud he would 
not consider a few favorable lectors Bnf- 
ficient guarantee that they would find 
profitable employment when they got 
there. 


A. Boenert, as general solicitor and 


representative of "the Sonth African 
steamship lines, frankly declined to ad- 
vise any good mechanio to go to South 
Africa. 
He said he did noS thinl; any 


country on tho face of the earth offered 
better opportunities for tho workingman 
than were to be found in the United 
States, and, whilo ho wonld profit by 
tho emigration movement, he did not 
feel justified in encouraging men in 
seeking an uncertain field. 


There was n general and informal 


discussion of the subject by the mem- 
bers. Ono man told of tba carpenters 
who went to Johannesburg from Chi- 
cago to find work, but did not find the 
situation there any better than here, if 
as good, and returned home. 
Another 


said he had received a letter from Jo- 
hannesburg telling him potatoes were 
§7 a barrel and butter $1 ii pound in 
that city.

OWING TO FAILTTBE OF CROPS 


IN LOUISIANA, 


There lire Said to b« 100,000 People in 


DlHtrosb uud \Vttntlus Keller. 


New Tork, Feb. 4.—According to a 


statement made by Congressman C. J. 
Eoatner, 100,000 people In the northwest- 
ern part of Louisiana are destitute, ow- 
Ing to bad crops. Speaking of the mat- 
ter, he said: 


I have received a request from Coloael 


Paige Baker of New Orleans,- asking if 
congress could not be induced to appro- 
priate something tor seeds for thesa 
people. 


I shall not ask congress to do any- 


thing-, for I am confident that a bill pro- 
viding such aid would be vetoed by the 
president. I have, however, Induced 'a 
.lumber o£ my. associates to send seeds 
to- the needy farmers on their own ac- 
count, and this will be a great help. 


The situation. Is this: TV'e had four 


months1 drought last year at the criti- 
cal time in trie growth of crops, and, as 


result, all the young vegetation was 


tilled. Not only were the crops lost 
but the streams dried up, and the cattle 
died for lack of water, which could not 
be procured In sufficient quantities from 
the wells to keep them alive. The few 
that survived were mere shadows at the 
end of the dry spell. • 


The drought was confined to the hill 


country or sandy soil, and not the rich 
bottom lands along tie Mlslsslpjil, Red 
and Ouachlta rivers. The fafrure of the 
crops, to the hill country people, meant 
dire disaster, as thoy depend entirely 
upon what they raise to keep their fami- 
lies from starving from one season to tho 
other. 


Som,e of the farms are mortgaged, and 


the owners have. In many cases, lost 
their property through their failure to 


y the interest when due. 
The people of Louisiana are doing 


their best to ail the 100,000 fanners In 
distress, but even their g-enerosity Is 
hardly sufficient to meet such a demand 
as has been made upon them. 


The planting season will begin In a 


few weeks, and, If the farmers can ob- 
tain the seed for orops, with such aid as 
can be given them in the way ol pro- 
visions to tide them over until fail, Uiej 
••will come out all right.

ject of "Kindergarten Principles" was 
given yesterday by Miss Anna S. Dev- 
ereau's, principal of tho Kindergarten 
Training school before the educational 
class of the ^Middlesex "Women's club. 
Sbe was introduced by lira. George 0. 
"Wright, clmirrnan of the class, who re- 
ferred to the national congress of mothers 
as likely to put more "life, love and 
laughter," into the children's life, 
iliss Devereaux said: 
Tlie kindergarten method, which was 


established by Frederic Proebel in 1837, 
was the outgrowth of ideas of many ot his 
predecessors in educational linos. 
Como- 


musr had said, two hundred year's before 
Froebel'a time: "During the flrjc ais 
six years, put into the child the founda- 
tion of all knowledge necessary to life." 
by directing his observation to natural 
objects and phenomena about him, ha 
gets his tirst knowledge of natural history, 
physics, astronomy, geometry, geography, 
chronology, etc. "It 
is u fundamental 


error, ha says, to "begin .teaching with 
laoguago and end it with things, mathe- 
matics, natural history, . etc., for 
the 


things are the suliatancs, the body; and 
words aro accidents and dress." He was 
followed by Euusseau, and. by Pestalozzi 
who recognized the u>o;uer aa the natural 
educator 
o f " young children- iu hia 


'Leonard and Gertrude" published in 
1781. 


The underlying principle of Froeliel's 


system ia that the general development of 
tbe race and ot tbe individual is some- 
wbat ideutical. For Instance, 
physical 


activity ia 7iiost prominent iu the savage 
and In the child.
